Secretary Daniels urges

It all those plans m ature now being, 
made to reduce the high cost 
of 
vegetables, what a millenium it will 
be for the cabbage worms and the 
potato beetles. 


Talking of insect pests so early in 
the season, makes us all 
wonder 
where they come from. 
The potato 
beetles at the present moment are 
sleeping, in the soil of last year’s 
potato beds, hut they are all dressed 
Vp and ready to emerge as soon as 
the potato plants are 
up. 
While 
they are called the C olorado potato 
beetle, this does not imply that they 
come from Colorado every spring 
Like Boston baked beans, thev are 
creatures that now flourish every 
ivhere. 


1 lie females will lay their orange 
colored eggs in little groups on the 
under sides of the leaves, and hear 
the stilt bodied wingless young will 
¡batch with full fledged 
appetites, 
prepared tor their work of destruc­ 
tion. 
A lter two or three weeks of 
voracious feeding they 
enter 
the 
ground to undergo their tran sfo r­ 
mation, 
producing a second gener 
at ion of bottles in about two weeks 
which emerge and repeat the history 
ot the first. 
The beetles produce 
again in the fall, remaining in the 
ground until the following spring. 


The best remedy far the 
potato 
beetles, is arsenic of lead. Get the 
paste form of this poison, dissolve 
one pound in tweiv« gallons of wa 
ter and spray it on the plants tu* 
often as necessary during the sea­ 
son. 
If powdered arsenic of lead, 
make the solution only 
half 
an 
stiong. 
I arm Green is not so good, 
because it does not adhere so long 
lo the potato leaves and is likely to 
be injurious to them.
